We are specializing in dwarf fruit trees, especially dwarf Apple and can supply dwarf 
Apple on both true dwarf and semi-dwarfing stock. Our dwarf Apple trees are propagated 
by budding the desired variety on East Malling rootstocks. Malling rootstocks are desig- 
nated by Roman numerals from I through XVI. We have selected the four best stocks,

Trees grown on Malling I and II are quite vigorous and have a good root system. Ulti- 
mate height at maturity is about 15-18 feet or about two-thirds the size of a standard tree.

Planting Grape Vines 
Digging the Hole 

Dig 2 hole large enough to accommodate 
the roots without crowding. If the soil 
is moist, no watering is necessary. 

Do not place any fertilizer in the hole 
when planting. Do not tread the top of 
the ground after the vine is planted.

Before planting vine fill hole with several 
shovelfuls of fine top soil to point X. 
See above at right.) Next, cut off canes

Keep 
out sods and large stones. 


Hoe around the young vines {requently 
during the summer to keep the soil loose, 
kill weeds, and conserve moisture. Cult- 
vate after a rain rather than before. 
When planting space the vines 8 feet 
apart, If space is, limited, 6-or 7 feet 
apart will be sufficient for home plant- 
ings
